What are we going to do for our Judges? 
They are sworn to support two Constitu- 
tions—the Constitution of the United States 
and the Constitution of Kentucky. The 
Constitution of Kentucky says (through 
our rules of evidence) that they shall not 
admut negro testimony. The Constitution 


ot the United States (through act 
ot Congress) says they shall. 
There is & penalty prescribed, 


and several Judges have been indicted and 
more will be. What are we going to do? 
Which constitution must our Judges stick 
to? the constitution that swears them to 
support the laws of Kentucky, or the eon- 
stitution that swears them to support the 
laws of the United States? Are we not 
biting our Judges’ noses in order that we 
may spite our own faces? 
The Law ot Evidence. 

There is now pending before the Lezis- 
lature a bill providing tor a sweeping re- 
form in the law of evidence; not more 
sweeping, however, than the wants of the 
age demand, and Mr. Pore is entitled to 
the thanks of all litigants for this effort to 
simplify litigation and elicit trutle by the 
shortest and quickest mode. The bill in 
question proposes that hereafter interest 
shall not disqualify a witness trom testify- 
10g; and that parties to a suit may offer 
themselves as witnesses in their own be- 
half. 

The law, as it now stands, is an absurd- 
ity. If your brother, or son, or father is 
upon trial for his lite, you are a competent 
Witness on his behalf; but it in a civil suit 
you have five cents at stake, nay if you 
will lose or gain but the fraction of a 
farthing by the verdict, the Jaw supposes 
that your interest will so tar conwrol your 
conscience that you cannot speak thetruth, 
and hence excludes you trom the witness- 
stand.- 

It in law, ahcient or modern, anything 
more absurd than this can be found, it has 
thus far escaped our attention. There 
never was any good reason for the rule. 
Common sense and human experience 
both dictate that any tribunal having a 
disputed question to settle should receive 
all the hight possible, and from all availa. 
ble sources. 

If two an neighbors agree to 
leave the settlement ot their dispute to a 
common friend, what is the first step to- 
ward a settlement that would suggest itself 
to the contestdnts and their umpire? 
Would it not be a statement by the par- 
ties to the umpire, and in the presence of 
each other, of their several versions of the 
facts? If they agree as to; the facts, no 
outside witnesses would be needed. If 
they disagreed upon any one point, it 
would be only as to that point that it would 
be necessary to call witnesses. Is there 
any goed reason why the same simple 
practice should not prevail in our courts? 

In nearly two-thirds of the States of the 
Union parties-are sworn as witnesses; and 
it 1s a significant fact that in no State where 
this reform has been adopted has there 
been even an attempt to return to the old 
system. It notonly tends to full and free 
elucidation of the true tacts of a case, but 
it greatly shortens the duration of trials 
and enables a court to dispose of twice the 
amount of business that can be tried under 
the present system. Now half a dozen or 
more witnesses upon a side are examined 
to prove facts that could in one-fifth the 
time be proved by the parties themselves. 

It has betn objected to the proposed re- 
form that it would bea temptation to per- 
jury. The same objection would apply to 
all testimony. There is a simple way of 
removing all temptation to perjury, and 
that is to abolish oaths altogether. While 
oaths, however, are administered in courts 
of justice the temptation to perjury will 
be no greater for parties than it is now for 
witnesses. Surely the father who is to 
testify in behalf of a son on trial for murder 
would be more sorely tempted to forget 
his oath than he would if only the price of 
a barrel of flour were the issue to be de- 
termired for or against himself. 

But those who make this objection for- 
get that under our eXisting laws parties are 
m quired to swear to their pleadings in all 
actions upon contracts. 

It A sues -B for a store account he is 
required to swear to its correctness betore 
B can be called upon to answer his demand. 
It B denies the account or claims to have 
paid it he too must swear to his answer or 
the court will not permit it to be heard. If 
shere is any perjury in the case it is already 
committed before the cause comes to trial. 

The ends of justice will, it seems to us, 
be greatly furthered by the change pro- 
posed by Mr. Pore’s bill, and we hope it 
may become a law.

That such 
a plan was deemed feasible by the English 
themselves is shown by the constant ap- 
prehensions manifested in all English 
parliamentary dehates of that period. 

At the present moment an invasion of 
England is more impracticable than ever. 
England bas such an excellent navy, 
manned by such splendid seamen, that all 
the navies of Europe combined would not 
be able to face it, anid the army that would 
undertake an invasion of England at the 
present day would probably find a watery 
grave in the sea. But what is impractica- 
ble to-day may be so no longer to-morrow, 
and an enterprising and wealthy power 
like Germany could, with a great 
expenditure of money soon form a navy. 
Navies are not as they were in days of yore, 
when each ship carried a vast number of 
experienced tars,on whose inferior or su- 
pesior seamanship chiefly depended the 
efficiency of the vessel, England, which 
could furnish a greater number of them 
than any other country, then stood unri- 
vuled on the high seas. The steamship, 
that forms to-day the only efficient war- 
vessel, requires a much smaller number of 
seamen to man it, and of experienced en- 
gineers Germany possesses almost as many 
as any other country on the globe, and if 
we add to those which she possesses her- 
selt those of the smaller States which 
would have toobey her bidding, if a power- 
ful France no longer held her in check, ahe 
could efficiently man all the ships she could 
procure. 

The ablest. statesmen of England have 
always entertained fears of «an invasion, 
WELLINGTON and Lord PALMERSTON re- 
garded it as the greatest danger that men- 
accd their country. Only they feared that 


their times Germany was still divided and 
supposed to be weak. Prussia had not-de- 
veloped the immense strength with which 


chly rival which England feared on the 
seas was France. But it has for a long 


sian statesmen to make their country also a 
great naval power. Prussia has for some 
time been buying war vessels of the finest 
model, regardless of their cost. The 
Yahde Bay and Kiel have been fitted up 
as naval stations, which cannot be sur- 
passed by any nation, and one of 
the terms agreed to by the Parisian

French fleet to Germany. The coasts ot 
Germany are inhabited by a seafaring 


the world, and would turnish sailors 
equal to apy. In this respect Germany 
has a great advantage over France, and 
the French ships added to the navy ot 
Germany, and the immense war indemnity 
which France will be obliged to pay, may 
soon furnish Germany witha navy tully 
able to cope with that which defends the 
coast ef Albion. 
The fancied security of England is not 
as periect then as is generally supposed. 
The power that could call into the 
field such colossal armies as those 
which Brsmarcx has hurled into France, 
without the slightest regard to the enor-- 
mous expense of equipping and maintain- 
ing such hosts, would certainly not hesi- 
tate and shrink from the cost ot creating 
an immense navy, if the ambition of the 
rulers required it. And we may be certain 
that the ambition of Germany’s rulers will 
econ Crave new triumphs and sirive to be 
first on the sea as well as on land. Hay- 
ing floored on the European continent the 
only power able to contest with her the 
military, dominion ot Europe, Germany 
will not long brook the supremacy ot 
England on the ocean. The niches, the 
colonies, the immense trade of Great | 
Britain, will excite Germany’s cupidity. 
The cable asserts that the colony which 
France is to cede to Germany is Pondich- 
ery. This colony, insignificant and value- 
less in itself, lies right in the heart of British 
India. Why did not Bismarck choose a 
colony trom which the Germans could de- 
rive material benefit, such as the French 
colomes in Further India or in South 
America? He is generally not so modest 
when he ‘has the power to ask for more, 
and it almost seemed as though he had 
chosen the small colony in British Ifdia, | 
in order to obtain a foothold in the English 
possessions in Asia, Pondichery is the scene 
of the former struggles of the French 
against the English. It 1s a very strong 
fortress, and could furnish an excellent 
point of attack, and perhaps the Germans 
might succeed where the French have 
failed. 
Look at it as we may, it is impossible to 
overlook in BisMARCK’s policy a gradual 
paving of the way of “our Fritz” to the 
mest complete utilization of his marriage 
with Vicroria’s eldest daughter, either 
through a magnificent colonial dowry for 
the future Empress of Germany, or through 
a union of the two crowns by a repetition 
of the successful invasion of WILLIAM the 
Conqueror. 
The shadow of such possibilities will 
henceforward bean element in English 
politics. It may lead her to foster the re- 
cuperation of French prowess and conse- 
quence... It will certainly force her into an 
expensive system of defense, increase 
the cost'of her army and navy, and post- 
pone tke realization of those hopes of a 
reduction ot Government expenditures 
with which her Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer has been flattering her people.

What is a Deadly Weapon? 

In a case before the Circuit Court yesterday, 
wherein a negro was indicted for assaulting 
another with a deadly weapor with intent to kill, 
it being in evidence jbat the weapon was a car- 
penter’s chisel, Judge Bruce decided that he 
could take no jurisdiction of the case. He beld 
tbat the term deadly weapon, as used in the stat- 
ute, implied only a weapon made for t he purposes 
of offense or defense, and that, even were cone 
to assault another with ap ax, an iadictment for 
a felony Could not lie, unless,in fact, the party 
assaulted should die from the effeéts of the 
wound. Ip this case, the assaulted pariv having 
turvived, the court held that an indictment for 
eseault and battery only could be maintained. A 
pocket-knife is a deadly weapon, within the stat- 
ure, though it is exc: pted from the list of conceal- 
€a dead/y weapous,'for carrying which a penalty is 
imposed. The Commcawealth’s Attorney, beliey- 
ing the irdictment could be sustained, took 
grounds to get the case into such shape that an 
appeal can be taken, SO we may have the decis- 
len of the Court of Appeals on this question. 
Where death ensues, though the deceased be 
smitien with ap jmplement of tndustry, he may 
be Indicted for murder; if death do not follow, 
however badly Wounded the assaulted party may 
he. the offen-e 1s on!ya misdemeanor, according 
to Jucge B.’s opinion. 


Death of Antem Zeoclier.

At length the Mayor 
ofthe city,the late Hon. C. W. Lawrence, came 
upon the stage and appealed to the rioters to 
leave the theater, but he was compelled to leave 
amid cries of “‘a song from the Mayor,”’ &c. “Old 
Hay.” Was next int: oduced to the audience, ana 
one would bave supposed that terrible object of 
evil-doers would have cleared the house at once, 
but “a dance from Old Hays" was called for, and 
be departed. Justice Bloodgood tried to drive 
the people from the house, aided by the watch- 
man of the city, but of no ava'l. The uproar still 
continuing. the old favorite, the late Henry 
Placide, came ferward and urged them to quietly 
leave the theater, as Mr. Wood had left. and 
would pever more appear on these boards. 
Treating Mr. P. with respect. they still refused to 
leave. Mr. Richipgs then came before the audi- 
ence and announced to th m that be had grown 
bald in their service, and begged them, for his 
sake, to go home. The audience responded that 
they would on one condition. Mr. Richings re- 
quested them tonamelt. They did so by request- 
ing Mr. R. to sing ““YeSons of Freedom.” Rich- 
ings, smiling, acquiesced, but a'so with ome con- 
dition, and that was that the audience should join 
in the chorus. Wr. Richings then sang the song, 
acd in a manner never before equalled, and the 
chorus from the immense audience produced a 
most wonderful éfiect. The rioters immediately 
dispersed, and Mr.Richings accomplished what 
the autho, ithes of the city failed in doing.

A Gloomy Englishman Tries to Shuffie 
Off the Mertal Coil in Jefferson- 
ville. 
Thomas Hersey is a stuttering young Evglish- 
men, aged 25, who boardsat Mrs. Cameron’:,on 
Indiaca avenue, in Jeffersonville, and resided 
forashort time in this city, but came to this 
place from Ohio.

He retired unusuiilly 
early, Some of the boarders complained 
of Hersey as being unusually’ restiess, 
when Mr. Rust ‘went to the bed with 
a ight and scovered blood upon 
the sheets and. on the floor. Upoa 
further «xamination. four stabs were found in 
the vicinity of Hersev’s left nipple, anda Kaife, 
besmeared with blood, was lying in the window 
at the head of the bed. It wasa common pocket- 
knife, with a blade three inches in length. Dr. 
“.H. Sheets was immediately calied In, who 
feund that the wounds were nearly three inches 
ip depth. Dr. Sheets gives it as his professional 
opinion tbat the wounds are not necessarily fatal, 
but that a serions !lines< will follow.
